Statistical reports of States and cities of the United States— Yearly and monthiy. 


COLORADO— Denver.—Month of September, 1902. Estimated popu- 
lation, 130,000. Total number of deaths, 135, including diphtheria, 2; 
enteric fever, 13; searlet fever, 2, and 48 from tuberculosis. 

CONNEOTICUT— Bridgeport.—Month of September, 1902. Estimated 
population, 72,000. Total number of deaths, 89, including diphtheria, 
3; enteric fever, 3, and 11 from tuberculosis. 

INDIANA.—The usual monthly reports to the Indiana State board of 
health show the total number of deaths for September was 2,312. This 
is a death rate of 15.6, and is exactly the same rate as appeared in the 
statisties for the corresponding month last year. The number of deaths 
nnder 1 year of age was 536, or 20 per cent of the total number; between 
Land 5 years of age the number of deaths was 288, or 10.7 per cent of 
the total number; between 5 and 10 years of age the number was 71, or 
2.6 per cent of the total number; between 10 and 15 thetotal number 
of deaths was 62. or 2.3 per cent of the total ; 65 and over, the number of 
deaths was 613, or 22.9 per cent of the total number. From important 
eauses of death, the number of deaths and rates per 100,000 were as 
follows: Pulmonary tuberculosis, 282 deaths, rate, 136.7; other forms 
of tuberculosis, 51 deaths, rate, 24.7; typhoid fever, 232 deaths, rate, 
112.7; diphtheria, 34 deaths, rate, 16.4 ; scarlet fever, 7 deaths, rate 3.3; 
whooping cough, 16 deaths, rate 7.7; pneumonia, L12 deaths, rate, 54.2 ; 
diarrheal diseases, under 5 vears of age, 322 deaths, rate, 156.1 ; cerebro 
spinal meningitis, 24 deaths, rate, 11.6; influenza, 6 deaths, rate, 2.9 ; 
puerperal septicemia, 17 deaths, rate, 8.2; cancer, 114 deaths, rate, 
55.2; violence, 105 deaths, rate, 50.9; smallpox, 3 deaths, rate, 1.4. 
In comparing these figures with those of the same month last year, we 
find there is an increase in the rate for consumption of 8.38, for typhoid 
fever.there is an increase of 21.6, and for pneumonia the increase is 18.9. 
Smallpox for the twentieth consecutive month was the most prevalent 
disease. There were 219 cases reported from 39 counties with 3 deaths. 
In the corresponding month last year there were 80 cases reported with 
no deaths. The following counties were invaded with the disease : 
Adams, 1; Benton, 1; Blackford, 1; Boone, 5; Brown, 2; Cass, 1; 
Clark, 2; Clinton, 10; Daviess, 14; Dearborn, 3; Dekalb, 2; Dela- 
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ware, 5; Dubois, 11; Elkhart, 1; Fountain, 3; Franklin, 1; Fulton, 
10; Gibson, 5; Grant, 5; Howard, 19; Jay, 4; Jefferson, 2; Knox, 
20; Kosciusko, 13; Lagrange, 2; Lake, 4; Laporte, 1; Marion, 13; 
Martin, 2; Miami, 2; Monroe, 5; Noble, 5; Randolph, 2; Spencer, 
10; Starke, 4; St. Joseph, 35; Vanderburg, 1; Vermillion, 18; Vigo, 
3. The 3 deaths from smallpox occurred in cities as follows: Indian- 
apolis, 1; Mishawaka, 1; Warsaw, 1. Next tosmallpox, typhoid fever 
was the most prevalent disease during the month, and the same order 
prevailed in the preceding month. All diseases of the respiratory tract 
increased in area of prevalence, while the diseases of the intestinal tract 
decreased in area of prevalence. 

KANSAS— Wichita.—Two weeks ended October 18, 1902. Estimated 
population, 28,163. Total number of deaths, 17, including enteric 
fever, 1, and 2 from tuberculosis. 

LouIsSIANA—New Orleans.—Month of September, 1902. Estimated 
population, 305,000— white, 223,500; colored, 81,500. Total number 
of deaths, 457—white, 270; colored, 187—ineluding diphtheria, 2; 
enteric fever, 11; measles, 1; whooping cough, 1, and 87 from tuber- 
culosis , 

MARYLAND—Boltimore.—Month of September, 1902. Estimated 
population, 525,000—white, 445,000; colored, 80,000. Total number 
of deaths, 812-—-white, 603; colored, 209—ineluding diphtheria, 10, 
enterie fever, 43; scarlet fever, 2; smallpox, 1; whooping cough, 4, 
and 114 from tuberculosis. 

MICHIGAN —Reports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the 
week ended October 18, 1902, from 76 observers, indicate that influenza 
was more prevalent, and phthisis pulmonalis, cholera morbus, dys- 
entery, whooping cough, smallpox, and measles were less prevalent 
than-in the preceding week. Meningitis was reported present at 3, 
whooping cough at 13, smallpox at 15, measles at 18, diphtheria at 32, 
scarlet fever at 72, enteric fever at 80, and phthisis pulmonalis at 225 
places. 

The Monthly Bulletin of Vital Statisties says : 

There were 2,548 deaths returned to the department of state for the 
month ot September, corresponding toa death rate of 12.6 per 1,000 
population. This rate is slightly higher than the rate for the preceding 
month, 11.8, but is lower than the rate for September, 1901, which was 
14.1. By ages there were 607 deaths of infants under 1 year, 219 deaths 
of children aged from 1 to 4 years, inclusive, and 662 deaths of elderly 
persons over 65 years of age. Important causes of death were as fol- 
lows: Tuberculosis of lungs, 162; other forms of tuberculosis, 26 ; 
typhoid fever, 80; diphtheria and croup, 48 ; scarlet fever, 17; measles, 
4; whooping cough, 24; pneumonia, 119; diarrheal diseases, under 2 
years, 329; cancer, 114; accidents and violence, 152. Typhoid fever 
nearly doubled in mortality as compared with the preceding month, 
and diphtheria and pneumonia showed considerable amounts of increase. 


No deaths were reported from smallpox, the first month in which this 
has been true since April, 1901. 

Census popu- 
lation, 202,718. Total number of deaths, 166, including diphtheria, 7 ; 
enteric fever, 9, and 16 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

MIssouRI—St. Louis.—Month of September, 1902. Estimated popu- 
lation, 621,000—white, 582,000 ; colored, 39,000. Total number of deaths, 
730—white, 645; colored, 85—including diphtheria, 12; enteric fever, 
21; scarlet rever, 6; whooping cough, 3, and 163 from tuberculosis. 

NEW JERSEY—Passaic.—Five weeks ended October 18, 1902. Cen- 
sus population, 27,777. Total number of deaths, 26, including 2 from 
diphtheria. 

NEW YorK—Buffalo.—Month of September, 1902. Estimated popu- 
lation, 370,000. Total number of deaths, 410, including diphtheria, 9; 
enteric fever, 17; whooping cough, 1, and 29 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Onto—Zanesville.—Month of September, 1902. Estimated popula- 
tion, 28,000. Total number of deaths, 33, including diphtheria, 3, and 
2 from tuberculosis. 

WASHINGTON—Tacoma.—Month of September, 1902. Estimated 
population, 55,000. Total number of deaths, 51, including 7 from 
tuberculosis. 

WIsconsin— Milwaukee.—Month of September, 1902. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 300,000. Total number of deaths, 330, including diphtheria, 6; 
enteric fever, 5; whooping cough, 8, and 22 from tuberculosis.

Precautions advised with regard to vessels from Lourenco, Marquez—Sus- 
pected cases of plague in Magude. 


LOURENGO MARQUEZ, AFRICA, September 13, 1902. 

Sir: Referring to my dispatches numbered 256, 258, and 260, wherein 
I have reported that several vessels have departed from this port with- 
out first having obtained bills of health from this consulate, and that I 
have had well-founded reasons for presuming that the said vessels 
were bound for American ports, I have to report that although dur- 
ing the past week no vessels have cleared from this port for Ameri- 
van ports, it will be well to take the most extraordinary precautions in 
regard to the vessels mentioned in my above referred to dispatches, for 
the reason that the plague has again appeared in Magude. 

The secretary-general of the province of Mozambique, in a letter 
dated yesterday, has informed me that there are 2 cases of sickness 
in Magude that are suspected by the board of health to be cases of 
plague.

With regard to the state of the epidemic here, I beg to-day to state more precisely 
that there were altogether 8 cases of cholera, 6 of which ended fatally and 2 of which 
recovered. Sanitary measures have at once been applied to the infectious house for 
preventing the spreading of the disease, and there were no further casualties since eight 
days. Fresh cases, however, are said to have breken out in the interior, confirmation 
of which can not be had, the Turkish military doctors declining to declare the disease 
to be cholera. Marawa, Chalifa, and Lohiyah have been mentioned as suspect in the 
report of our sanitary office to Constantinople, and the international sanitary board 
there has decided as follows : 

‘“‘Aécording to telegram reaching us yesterday, quarantine of ten days in force against 
littoral is extended north to Besth and south to Mocha, these 2 ports excluded.”’ 


As to the shipping from here to Aden, I beg to transmit you the telegram of the pres- 
ident of Aden, which has just been published here by the British vice-consul, and 
which reads as follows : 

‘Venice rules withdrawn against arrival from Hodeidah ; medical inspection, observa- 
tion, and detention for seven days substituted.’’

BARBADOS. 
Smallpox situation. 


BARBADOS, WEsT INDIES, October 13, 1902 

Srr: I have to report that since the 28th ultimo 290 cases of smiall- 
pox have been reported, of which 95 have been sent to the quarantine 
station and 195 have been isolated on shore. Seven patients have died 
at the station and 4 on shore, while 105 have been discharged as cured. 

From July 13 to last night 1,090 cases have been reported, of which 
41 have died, 212 have been discharged as cured, and 837 remain under 
treatment. 

There has been during the fortnight a very marked decrease in the 
number of cases in St. Michaels, there having been only 93 cases against 
144 in the previous fortnight. 

Free public vaccination is still being carried out, but not as vigorously 
as in the last fortnight, as the people object to being vaccinated unless 
some provision is made for their relief if they should be incapacitated 
from work. About 50,000 persons have been vaccinated up to the 
present time.

Inspec ion of vessels at Shanghai—Shipments via Canadian ports—Mortality 
statistics. 


SHANGHAI, CHINA, September 20, 1902. 

Sir: I have the honor to transmit herewith abstract of bills of health 
issued at this port for the week ended September 20, 1902. There were 
inspected during the week 3 vessels, 282 crew, 55 cabin and 96 steerage 
passengers ; also 31 pieces of baggage and 48 pieces of freight. Ship- 
ping orders were viséed for 43,802 pieces of freight ; 2 pieces were disin- 
fected and 585 rejected. Of this latter it is claimed that a part is sent 
to the United States via Canadian ports, and is permitted to cross the 
border and to be delivered at destination, most frequently New York, 
unmolested. AsI donot see the British consular invoices, I can not say 
how much of this is true. 

Following is a statement of the quarantinable diseases reported in the 
municipality for the week ended september 21: Among non-Chinese 
population, cholera, 1 case; among Chinese population, cholera, 25 
deaths.

Statement of sanitary conditions and cholera situation. 


SHANGHAI, CHINA, September 15, 1902. 


Sir: Up to this time there have been reported since June 1, 1902, 
1,175 deaths from cholera, of which 40 were among the European popu- 
lation. The greatest number of deaths from this disease in any one 
week was 181 and the smallest 23. Iam told that the largest number 
of cases of cholera among Europeans during any previous epidemic in 
this city was 37, while this year there have been over 70. This infor. 
mation is, I think, thoroughly reliable. The cholera death rate at this 
place is estimated at about 65 per cént of the cases. 

The population of Shanghai—that is, the territory within the bound- 
aries of the foreign concession—is estimated at 350,000 Chinese and 
7,000 foreigners. The latter live within a somewhat circumscribed 
area which is apparently in a very good sanitary condition; so much 
of the native quarter as I have seen is fairly clean. 

Tuberculosis is responsible for a considerable proportion of the total 
number of deaths occurring here, claiming 1,097 victims out of a total of 
5,292 among the Chinese and 17 out of 128 among the foreigners. 

The water supply is taken from the river, the intake being below the 
city, and the tide is depended upon largely to diminish the amount of 
noxious material pumped on to the filter beds, as they are filled only 
when the tide is flood. Filth of all descriptions is thrown into the 
river and into the creeks or canals emptying into it, and this foul water 
is used by many of the Chinese for almost all domestic purposes, and 
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especially is this true of those living on the hundreds of sampans and 
junks. It is not an uncommon thing to see some one depositing fecal 
matter in the stream at one end of a junk and a woman washing rice or 
vegetables in the same water at the other end. Of course, most of the 
native population in the city proper use filtered water, and the major 
part of the foreigners take the additional precaution of refiltering and 
then boiling all drinking water. 

There is no sewer system here, all excrement being collected and util- 
ized as a fertilizer for the rice fields and vegetable gardens. This and 
the fact that the native dead, irrespective of the cause of death, are dis- 
posed of by being deposited on top of the ground, frequently without 
uny covering other than the coffin, at such place as may be selected in 
each individual case, and the habit of flooding the fields in cool weather 
and the collecting and storing for domestic use by the Chinese of such 
ice as may form, would lead one to expect such diseases as typhoid fever 
and cholera, when once introduced, to become very prevalent. It is 
said, however, that even the unfiltered water is comparatively free from 
the organisms of these diseases, although they are at times found. 

Ice is manufactured from the filtered Whangpoo water. The average 
for the year of this water after filteration appears to be 366 colonies 
per cubic centermeter, which is but 2 per cent of the organisms in the 
unfiltered water, the remaining 98 per cent being removed by the filter- 
ing process, which is through the ordinary sand and gravel beds about 
6 feet in thickness. The ships are supplied with this filtered water by 
meaus Of an iron water boat. 

All that has been said refers exclusively to the so-called municipality. 
The Bureau is probably aware of the fact that there exist in Shanghai, 
three distinct forms of government each absolutely independent of the 
other. The municipal council governs all the territory within the 
several foreign concessions except the French, who have a city govern- 
ment of theirown. The native city is governed by the Chinese, and 
no one has anything approaching a correct idea of the population or 
the conditions existing there. The population is variously estimated 
at from 350,000 to 700,000. So far as the health conditions there are 
concerned, I have been unable to find out anything about them, and no 
one will venture an opinion as to the number of cases of cholera or 
other contagious diseases which probably exist. 

I have also called upon the quarantine officer of the port, but have 
not so far had an opportunity to visit his station. Quarantine as con- 
ducted here seems to be directed especially against the introduction of 
plague, it being held that so long as cholera, smallpox, ete., prevail to 
such a large extent in the interior, and no quarantine measures against 
bringing it into the city from that direction are practicable, it would 
avail little toenforce quarantine against ports infected with the diseases 
mentioned. Of course, cases of infectious disease developing on vessels 
before reaching quarantine are removed at the station and some dis- 
infection is attempted.

ber 29. Bill of health was issued to her from this consulate-general, 
giving her sanitary conditions, etc., as being good. About four days 
after clearing yellow fever developed among the crew, and since that 
date 12 men have been placed in the hospital of this city. So far no 
deaths have been reported. 

Around the city there are a few cases of yellow fever, but this is only 
among Colombian soldiers.

The epidemic is still confined principally to the outlying quarters of the town and 
along the fresh-water canal, which ts so low that it is almost a stagnant ditch. Itisa 
constant source of danger to the town and to steamships requiring water for drinking 
purposes. Moreover, it is principally due to the present state of the fresh-water canal 
that the present epidemic has been so virulent in Suez, the victims during the out- 
breaks of 1885 and 1893 numbering less than one-quarter of those during the existing 
scourge.

BRITISH INDIA.—In the Bombay Presidency during the weeks ended 
September 6 and September 13, there were registered 5,479 and 7,492 
plague cases, with 3,932 and 5,409 deaths, respectively. 

HonGkonG.—During the period from August 10 to August 30, there 
occurred 31 fatal plague cases among the Chinese population. 

BRAZIL.—In Rio de Janeiro, 1 death from plague was registered on 
each of the following days, viz, September 2, 3, 4, 5, and 7. 

QUEENSLAND.—One case of plague was reported during the month of 
August, the patient being a dock laborer in Townsville.

BriTIsa Inp1A.—-In Calcutta during the week ended August 30, 24 
persons died of plague and 11 of cholera.
